/137-D/596.-THIS IS ACTION ITEM. IN REFDOC JUST ISSUED (DATED 
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JAN 15, 1976), OZDAS REQUESTS SC APPROVAL EOR: 

(A) REALLOCATION OF 1976 CREDITS FOR SCIENCE PROGRAM. 

SC HAD ORIGINALLY RECOMMENDED 1976 OVERALL SC BUDGET OF BF 
300 MILLION. FINAL SC BUDGET FOR 1976 AS APPROVED BY CIVIL 
BUDGET COMMITTEE (CBC) AND NAC IS BE 290 MILLION. WITHIN THIS 
OVERALL AMOUNT AZDAS PROPOSES ALLOCATION OF CREDITS AS FOLLOWS: 
FELLOWSHIPS - BF 160 MILLION, OR 55.2PERCENT; ADVANCED STUDY 
INSTITUTES - BF 61 MILLION, OR 21PERCENT; RESEARCH GRANTS- 
BF 39 MILLION, OR I3.5PERCENT; AND PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT FUND - 
BF 30 MILLION, OR I0.3PERCENT; LEVELS REMAIN ESSENTIALLY 
PROPORTIONAL TO SC'S ORIGINAL RECOMMENTDATIONS AT ITS EEB 
1975 MEETING (AC/137-R/52, PARA 1 19), TAKING INTO ACCOUNT 
ELIMINATION MEANWHILE OE TWO SPECIAL PROGRAM PANESL. THIS IS 
ROUTINE BUDGETARY ADJUSTMENT FOR WHICH WE RECOMMEND US APPROVAL. 

(B) OZDAS ASKS SC APPROVAL OF HIS PROPOSED ALLOCATION OF 
PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT FUND AMONG ITS COMPONENT SPECIAL PROGRAM 
PANELS AND PROGRAM PLANNING EUND. THIS ANNUAL APPROTIONMENT 

IS WITHIN LIMITS OF FUNDS AVAILABLE AND IS WITHIN SC'S COMPE- 
TENCE. WE LEAVE TO DEPT'S JUDGEMENT ANY POSSIBLE MODIEICATIONS 
IN EMPHASIS TO BE GIVEN TO INDIVIDUAL PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT 
FUND ITEMS. 

(C) OZDAS ASKS SC TO GRANT HIM AUTHORITY TO SHIFT FUNDS

OF 20PERCENT OF ALLOC ATON APPROVED BY SC EOR EACH RES- 
PECTIVE ITEM, WITH ANY SUCH DECISION BY HIS REPORTED 

TO SC AT ITS NEXT MEETING. WE SEE NO PROBLEM WITH APPROVING 
THIS PROPOSAL AS CONSISTENT WITH RECOMMENDATION OF CIVIL 
BUDGET COMMITTEE AND NAC IN APPROVING 1976 SC BUDGET, WHICH 
LEET DISTRIBUTION OE APPROVED TOTAL AMOUNT (BF 290 MILLION) 

TO DISCRETION OF SYG ACTING ON RECOMMENDATIONS OF SC (SEE 
C-M(75)78, DATED DEC II, 1975). IN THIS SPECIFIC INSTNACE, 

OZDAS SEEKS MORE EXPLICIT GRANT OF LIMITED DISCRETIONARY 
AUTHORITY BY SC; HE PREEERS NOT TO EXERCISE EVEN LIMITED 
DISCRETION WITHOUT SC'S PRIOR AGREEMENT IN PRINCIPLE AND 
SUBJECT TO ITS ERARLY EXPOST FACTO CONCURRENCE. AS STATED 
REEDOC THIS ITEM, PURPOSE IS TO ALLOW HIM AND SCIENCE DIVISION
